Judiciary Committoo hud an interest 
ing session on the ODD term Constitu- 
tional amendment, which was submitted 
to the UOUHO in Doootnber, by Mr. 
Randall, of Pennsylvania, and finally 
decided to report it to tlio Uouno, and 
rcoomraond its passage as follows : 


"llesolrcd, by tho Senate and House 


of Representatives, two-thirds of each 
House concurring therein, that tho fol- 
lowing article bo proposed to the Ijogia 
laturcs of the several States as an am 
anduiont to the Constitution ol' tho 
United States, which, when ratified by 
three-fourths of said Legislatures, shall 
be voted an apart of tho Constitution, 
namely: 
Article 2, 
From and after 


the next election for a President of the 
United States, the President shall hold 
his office for the term of six years, and 
together with tbe Vico-Prcsident oho* 
en for the uame term, be elected in the 
manner us uow provided, or may bo 
hereafter provided; but 
neither the 


President nor tho Vicc-PrcBidout, when 
the office »f President ha» devolved up 
on him, shall be elogible for re-election 
as President. 


A minority of tbe 
oominittcii will 


report an amendment, an a substitute 
for this, proponing two terms of four 
ycaro each, providing againnt a third 
term. 


The Kandall amendment ia opcru- 


tiro only from 1380, as three fourths of 
tho itaUa would be unable to ratify be 
twccu now and tho next election. 
The 


question promises to be very generally 
dinotiBoed in all its bearings. 


The Democrats at a conference last 


night, decided to end the discussion on 
on the amnesty hill to-morrow, 
Mr. 


Hill's tpcech created such general in- 
dignation that it wai deemed best to 
prevent any similar outburst from some 
other unexpected quarter. Tho South- 
ern members are busy tosday, dis- 
claiming it, whilo tho Democratic lead- 
era from the North were qmtc OB active 
in repudiating it. 
The Republicans, 


however think it is a very good cam 
paign document, und to-day ordered the 
printing of 80,000 copies for distribu 
tion, provided it apponra on tho record 
as dtlivtred in the House. Thus far it 
baa been withhold. The debate will 
end to-morrow at the close of Mr. 
Blaine's second epoeoh, and the bill 
will bo paused, and probably includes 
Jeff, Davis, but with an oath attached 
for each person to tako whoso disabili- 
ties are relieved. There aro only (100 
to bo amnestied.
